For  the  sake  especially  of  the  yoiinger  generations 
it  seems  it  should  be  told  who  is  attempting  to  collect 
and  put  together  this  material  for  the  history  of  the 
AARON  ARMSTRONG  Family  and  why  it  is  being  done.  The 
work  on  it  began  December  1946c. 

I  am  the  oldest  of  the  six  sons  of  David  Shannon 
and  lavina  Byers  Armstrong  who  were  married  December 
27,  1866. 

My  father  was  the  oldest  of  the  five  sons  of  AARON 
ARMSTRONG  who  had  nine  children,  the  four  oldest  being 
girls.  Seven  of  the  nine  married  and  had  families ,  the 
oldest  daughter  Sara  Ann,  having  died  at  around  age  5 
and  the  second  son  John  James  (for  whom  in  part  I  was 
named)  was  killed  1864  in  the  Civil  war. 

By  experience,  for  at  least  two  reasons,  I  should 
be  better  suited,  perhaps,  than  any  one  now  living,  to 
do  this  work  which  I  feel  it  my  urgent  duty  to  do. 

First,  I  knew  both  grandfather  AARON  ARMSTRONG  and 
grandmother,  being  at  her  bedside  when  she  passed  away 
in  1888  and  at  grandfather’s  funeral  1876.  My  uncle 
Madison  Armstrong,  their  youngest  son,  married  and  lived 
there  with  his  parents  and  raised  his  family  there  in 
that  old  house  located  in  V/ashington  township,  three  and 
one-half  miles  from  Carrollton,  Ohio  on  the  old  road  to 
Meohauiictowno  (In  another  article  are  facts  about  the 
original  old  home  and  farm  now  owned  and  occupied  by 
cousin  George  Armstrong,  only  son  of  Madison  Armstrong). 

This  old  original  160-aore  farm  of  AARON  ARMSTRONG 
all  woods  then  (around  1832  or  1833)  has  been-  owned  and 
operated  during  the  entire  period  of  about  115  vears  by 
only  three  persons  (father  and  son  in  each  case)  -  AARON, 
Madison  and  George  Ao  Armstrong,  the  present  owner.  He 
has  had  it  already  nearly  as  long  as  his  grandfather 
AARON.  He  is  rated  high  as  a  farmer  and  has  been  com¬ 
mended  by  State  and  County  officials,  especially  on  his 
success  with  alfalfa,  by  the  use  of  which,  he  enriched 
the  soil  and  enlarged  his  income. 

That  farm  and  old  home  is  near  and  dear  to  many  of 
us  who  surely  feel  a  just  pride  not  only  in  his  achieve¬ 
ment,  obtained  not  without  discouragement  and  a  struggle, 
and  that  of  his  family,  but  in  his  integrity  and  moral 
standing  in  the  community.  He  has  "kept  the  faith",  was 
an  elder  in  Carrollton  Presbyterian  Church  25  years,  and 
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is  a  most  worthy  suooessor  of  both  his  predecessors. 

Here  then  are  three  men  of  three  succeeding  gener- 
ationSy  fathers  and  sons,  whose  rule  of  life  must  have 
been  not  only  without  diminution  but,  rather,  with  in¬ 
creasing  loyalty  and  intensity,  this  Divine  admonition: 
"Fear  God  and  keep  His  commandments  for  this  is  the 
whole  duty  of  man." 

What  a  record,  what  an  achievement,  in  this  day 
of  irreverence,  unbelief  and  ever  increasing  Paganism! 

For  a  large  part  of  the  seven  years  during  the 
period  from  1882  or  1883  to  1891,  I  lived  there  with 
them.  Also  I  knew  well  all  of  the  seven  married  chil¬ 
dren  of  AARON  ARMSTRONG  (my  Uncles  and  Aunts)  except 
Axint  Mary  Armstrong  Easterday,  first  wife  of  William 
Easterday.  She  died  in  1860 o  She  was  their  oldest 
child  to  grow  up  and  marry,  being  the  mother  of  the 
three  cousins,  known  to  us  all  as  Lizzie,  Ellen  and  Jim 
Easterday,  all  now  deceased. 

Second;  the  part  I  happened  to  have  in  connection 
with  the  Armstrong  Reunions  is  the  second  reason  why  I 
should  be  in  a  good  position  to  write  this  history. 

The  first  reunion  was  held  the  fall  of  1914  at  the 
old  home.  As* I  now  recall  it  I  believe  I  was  one  who 
pushed  hard  to  get  it  started'. 

Uncle  Oliver  auad  Uncle  Madison  and  their  wives  and 
my  mother  were  still  living  then  -  now  all  five  are 
gone.  Aunt  Mary,  Uncle  Madison’s  wife,  being  the  last 
to  go,  Mary  1943. 

The  real  start  toward  this  history  was  given  at 
that  first  reunion  when  Uncle  Madison  brought  out  the 
old  family  Bible  of  his  father  AARON  ARMSTRONG  which 
contained  the  names  of  AARON’S  father  and  mother  - 
Samuel  and  Sarah  DeCamp  Armstrong, married  April  19, 

1800  and  the  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  their  seven 
(7)  children  of  whom  AARON  was  the  oldest.  See  the 
list  at  the  beginning  of  the  genealogy, 

(It  seems  we  have  not  other  knowledge  now  of  any 
of  the  other  six  children  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  DeGamp 
Armstrong, ) 

The  Armstrong  reunions  were  held  annually,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  except  for  interruptions  during  the  World  Wars  - 
the  last  one  being  held  at  Minerva,  Ohio  1941.  Minutes 
of  these  reunions,  all  recorded  in  the  same  book,  have 
been  faithfully  preserved.  Gathering  material  for  this 
history  would  have  been  almost  impossible  now  except 
for  the  fact  that  I  happened  to  have  an  almost  complete 
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list  of  the  AARON  ARMSTRONG  descendant s ^  to  whom  married, 
and  mail  addresses,  secured  around  1931. 

Throughout  this  history  you  will  find  the  names  of 
many  who  served  in  various  wars  marked.  We  have  made  a 
special  effort  to  get  a  complete  listo  Of  these  there 
were  two  (2)  in  the  Civil  7/ar,  my  father  David  Shannon 
Armstrong  and  his  brother  John  James  Armstrong  (account 
of  his  death  elsewhere )o  They  volunteered  August  1862 
to  serve  until  the  end  of  the  ware  '^'he  regiment  was 
recruited  August  1862,  mustered  into  service  at  Camp 
Steubenville,  Columbiana  County,  Ohio  September  4,  1862, 
went  into  action  April  1863  and  later  served  in  The  Army 
of  the  PotomaCo  A  roll  of  their  company,  Coo  F  of  the 
126  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  is  a  very  lightly  prized 
possession  of  minco  'This  was  given  to  me  as  a  surprise 
by  Aunt  Mary  Armstrong,  wife  of  Uncle  Madison  Just  pre¬ 
vious  to  her  death  in  1943 » 

Our  records,  received  to  date,  also  show  that  seven 
(7)  served  in  World  War  I  and  forty- three  (43)  in  World 
War  II,  This  will  show  that  many  served  in  dangerous 
campaigns  and  for  a  long  period  of  time.  It  is  remark¬ 
able  that  in  this  long  list  there  seems  to  be  no  casu¬ 
alties  with  the  exception  of  John  James  Armstrong  in  the 
Civil  Vifar,  ^is  seems  almost  unbelieveable . 

The  committee  named  consists,  with  one  exception, 
of  first  cousins  -  a  son  or  a  daughter  of  each  of  the 
seven  married  children  of  AARON  ARMSTRONG,  The  excep¬ 
tion  is  V/illiam  Ross  Ray,  the  son  of  Barbara  Ellen 
Easterday  and  Thomas  J,  Ray,  -  his  mother  being  one  of 
the  three  children  (all  deceased)  of  William  Easterday 
and  Mary  Armstrong,  Through  him  a  great  amount  of  ma¬ 
terial  (practically  impossible  for  me  to  get)  was 
collected.  His  own  mother’s  decendants  number  at 
least  sixty-two  (62).  He  also  collected  that  of  his 
Aunt,  Elizabeth  Easterday  Roudebush’s  family  in  the  state 
of  Indiana. 

Kathryn,  my  son's  wife  did  a  relatively  vast  amount 
of  work  <=>  the  typing  (all  more  than  once,  much  many  times) 
the  greater  part  of  all  the  checking,  rearranging,  etc,, 
without  which  it  could  not  have  been  made  finally  ready 
for  the  printer.  Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  her. 

If  there  are  errors  (I  fear  there  are  many)  made 
in  assembling  this  history  they  are  due  to  me  and  not  to 
the  committee.  The  same  holds  true  for  anything  said 
below.  Being  well  along  in  my  80th  year  it  was  well- 
nigh  impossible  to  get  this  committee  together.  I  hope 
those  concerned  will  pardon  mistakes  and  errors.  Guess 
I  am  doing  the  best  of  which  I  am  capable. 
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It  l3  hoped  all  will  appreciate  fally  the  time,  the 
effort,  and  the  patient  and  long-continued  labor  required 
to  collect,  organize  and  write-up  the  material  contained 
in  this  history.  Most  of  it  had  to  be  written  in  long- 
hand  and  rewritten  again  and  again.  The  same  was  true 
for  the  typing.  Some  data,  etc.  was  furnished  by  per¬ 
sons  whom  the  writer  never  saw.  They  deserve  sincere 
appreciation.  The  work  began  December  1946.  Even  now 
only  sixteen  months  later  some  of  this  data  could  not 
be  duplicated. 

The  effort  thenhas  been  not  only  expensive  but  long 
and  hard.  The  booklets  are  valuable  to  any  interested. 
V/ill  you  not  therefore  preserve  them  carefully  and  hand 
them  down  to  succeeding  generations? 

Why  did  I  attempt  it?  The  urge  from  the  sense  of 
duty  was  strong.  The  one  thing  that  compelled  me  to  go 
forward  was  the  outstanding  Christian  character  of  grand¬ 
father  and  grandmother  Armstrong.  (Elsewhere  are  state¬ 
ments  as  to  their  character  and  religion.) 

Therefore  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  say  that  by  far 
my  greatest  purpose  in  attempting  even  at  my  own  expense 
this  hard  and  tedious  task,  (hard  for  anyone  especially 
at  my  age)  is  the  high  hope,  that  alT  desnEyenftaniJs 
grandfather  AARON  ARMSTRONG  and  his  wife,  will  hold  fast 
to  their  unfaltering  Faith  in  God  and  in  the  Bible  as 
the  Inspired  V/ord  of  God  and  the  only  infallible  guide 
both  MEN  NATIONS. - -  - 

Though,  due  to  unforseen  conditions  and  circum¬ 
stances,  the  sacrifice  in  both  work  and  expense  -  espe¬ 
cially  the  latter  -  is  proving  to  be  far  in  excess  of 
that  anticipated  at  the  start  is  it  too  much  to  expect 
that  "high  hope”  will  hold  true  without  a  single  excep¬ 
tion,  for  all  now  living  and  all  yet  to  be  born?

ARMSTRONG  AND  FAMILY 

(Uncle  Madison  Armstrong  was  the  youngest 
child  of  AARON  ARIvISTRONG  and  his  wife 
Mary  Ann  Rush  Armstrong. 

Mrs.  Crawford  was  -rt-ngeline  Mankey,  a  daughter 
of  Phoebe  Rush  Mankey  who  was  a  sister  of 
grandmother  Mary  Ann  Rush  Armstrong.  She 
came  from  Pennsylvania  and  lived  with  grand¬ 
father  ARMSTRONG’S  family  from  1862  -  1868 
when  she  married  David  Crawford.) 

Uncle  Madison  told  me  that  his  father,  AARON 
ARMSTRONG,  brought  his  mother  and  the  six  other  chil¬ 
dren  from  east  of  the  mountains  probably  from  Maryland 
or  New  Jersey  to  Green  County  Pa.  which  is  south  of 
V/ashington,  Pa.  His  father,  Samuel  Armstrong,  had  died. 

AARON  was  the  oldest  of  the  seven  children  and  took 
the  place  of  his  father  in  raising  the  family.  This 
perhaps  accounts  for  his  being  past  30  years  old  when 
he  married,  (born  Jan.  10,  1801  and  married  April  7, 
1831).  He  lived  in  Pa.  for  some  years  until  about  1832 
or  1833.  Mrs.  Crawford  said  she  thought  grandmother 
did  not  want  to  come  to  Ohio  and  told  her  husband  AARON 
that  if  they  came  they  would  stay  and  warned  him  to  make 
up  his  mind  that  way.  They  came  to  the  old  home  farm  of 
160  acres  where  cousin  George  a.  Armstrong  now  lives. 
President  Monroe  signed  the  deed.  This  deed  now  in  the 
possession  of  George  A  Armstrong,  had  been  issued  first, 
November  21,  1820,  to  Andrew  Dage  of  V/ashington  Co., 

Pa.  by  Josiah  Meigs,  Commissioner  of  Land  Office  there. 

The  land  was  all  woods  -  not  a  tree  cut.  No  home 
was  near  except  a  log  hut  where  a  family  named  Kuhn 
lived  on  the  road  toward  Carrollton.  The  site  of  that 
"log  hut"  is  still  the  location  of  the  first  house  to¬ 
ward  Carrollton.  He  cleared  a  spot  and  built  a  log 
house.  Later  they  burned  brick  on  the  farm  and  built 
the  brick  house  George  now  lives  in.  Grandfather  was 
prosperous  and  thrifty  being  the  owner  when  he  died  of 
two  160  acre  farms  (320  acres)  all  clear  of  debts.  He 
died  in  1876  but  grandmother  lived  almost  twelve  years 
longer,  to  January  1888.  I  remember  attending  the 
funeral  of  both.  I  can  recall  some  things  about  grand¬ 
father  but  much  more  about  grandmother.  Both  were  high¬ 
ly  respected  by  the  entire  community.  Everything  about 
the  house  and  farm  was  neat  and  in  good  order.  No  finer 
people  probably  than  they  ever  migrated  to  old  Carroll 
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County  in  these  early  days.  Their  morals  in  all  re¬ 
spects  were  above  question.  They  were  sincere, 
straightforward,  and  absolutely  honest  in  all  respects. 

G-randfather  v/as  supposed  to  be  Scotch  (with  possi¬ 
bly  some  Irish  connection)  and  grandmother  German.  Uncle 
Madison  said  both  were  Cumberland  Presbyterians.  Mrs. 
Crawford,  who  lived  in  the  home  some  years  said  the 
Rushes  were  Baptists  and  very  active  in  the  church  in 
Pa.  She  was  well  informed  about  this,  having  made  three 
or  four  trips  to  Pa.  to  visit  grandmother’s  people.  She 
said  grandmother’s  brother  Mike  had  12  sons  who  were 
leading  men  in  the  Baptist  church  where  they  attended. 

She  also  said  that  David  Rush,  grandmother’s  father  and 
his  wife  came  to  V/e stern  Pa.  from  Iv^aryland  or  New  Jersey. 
Elsewhere  in  two  places  new  material  on  the  Rushes  and 
Mr So  Crawford  is  given. 

Grandfather  had  family  worship  in  his  house  and 
asked  the  blessing  at  the  table  and  the  Sabbath  day  was 
kept  in  the  right  way.  '^hey  were  regular  and  faithful 
attendants  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Carrollton,  Ohio. 
(The  present  church  building  is  the  third  building  con¬ 
structed.  ) 

Of  grandfather’s  three  brothers  and  three  sisters 
little  is  now  known  and  we  know  absolutely  nothing  of 
the  present  location  or  history  of  even  a  single  one 
of  their  descendants.  Their  names  and  dates  of  birth 
taken  from  the  AARON  ARMSTRONG  family  Bible  and  a  few 
other  items  follow  later. 

However,  there  was  some  visiting  back  and  forth: 

Mrs.  Crawford  said  Charles  A,  was  at  grandfather’s  a 
night  or  two  and  his  sister  Mary  Booth  and  her  husband 
also  were  there.  Their  son.  Dr.  Booth,  lived  in 
Carrollton,  Carroll  County,  Ohio  for  some  time. 

Others  besides  Mrs.  Crawford  visited  the  Rushes 
and  Armstrong’s  in  Pa.  (Elsewhere  is  a  list  of  Mrs. 
Crawford’s  family.)  Uncle  Alex  Easterday  took  his  wife 
and  grandmother  visiting  there.  A^so  Uncle  Madison  and 
Uncle  Alex  made  a  trip  to  Washington,  Pa.  and  to  Green 
Co.  Pa,  just  south  of  Washington,  Mrs.  Crawford  said 
she  was  there  on  a  trip  with  some  of  grandfather’s  and 
stayed  all  night  with  a  daughter  of  either  John  or 
Charles  Armstrong  and  that  this  daughter’s  husband  kept 
a  toll  gate  near  Little  Washington.  On  some  of  these 
trips,  visits  were  made  to  Booth’s  who  lived  near  the 
boundary  line  between  Green  County  and  Vi^ashington  County, 
the  counter  in  which  V/ashington  is  located.  Mrs. 

Crawford  said  there  were  several  Armstrong  boys^nephews 
of  grandfather,  but  does  not  know  their  names  or  anything 
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about  them.  Much  as  we  all  regret  it  and  long  to 
learn  something  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  descendants 
of  these  six  brothers  and  sisters  of  grandfather,  we 
are  absolutely  in  the  dark  in  the  matter. 


HEW  MATERIAL 

March  9,  1948 

Due  to  failure  to  have  the  printing  done  in  the 
summer  of  1947,  as  intended,  not  only  has  most  of  that 
which  precedes  been  revised  and  a  few  additions  made 
but  also  some  nev;  things  have  been  obtained,  relating 
mostly  to  the  Rush  family  and  a  little  also  to  the 
Armstrongs.  But  it  all  adds  more  and  more  credit  to 
this  heroic  pioneer  couple  who  in  the  early  1820 *s 
left  their  home,  friends,  and  relatives,  near  and  dear 
to  them,  and  braved  the  hardships  of  the  wilderness  and 
thus  became  the  ancestors  of  more  than  four  hundred  of 
us  whose  names  are  recorded  herein. 

But  nothing  new  has  come  concerning  AARON  ARM¬ 
STRONG’S  brothers  and  sisters  or  their  children.  How¬ 
ever  it  has  become  known  that  one  of  AARON’S  brothers 
came  over  and  built  the  wall  under  the  barn.  Also  that 
some  of  the  Armstrongs  who  came  down  from  Scotland  to 
England  in  the  early  days  became  quite  wealthy. 

The  following  interesting  item  was  secured  through 
two  Armstrong  sisters,  young  ladies  of  the  third  gen¬ 
eration,  who  traveled  some  through  New  Jersey,  the 
summer  of  1947,  during  their  vacation.  One  is  employed 
as  an  accountant  in  Philadelphia.  They  reported  to 
their  father  that  there  are  lots  of  Armstrongs  in  the 
East.  The  one  who  is  an  accountant  told  her  father  that 
one  place  she  went  her  name  was  all  she  needed  as  a 
recommendation  because  the  Armstrong  name  is  good  in 
the  East.  Her  father  was  pleased  and  is  reported  to 
have  replied,  "May  it  always  stay  that  way.^ 

Shall  we  descendants  make  and  keep  that  true  here 
and  elsewhere  both  now  and  evermore? 

It  should  be  stated  that  most  data  recorded  in  this 
history  except  the  new,  mentioned  above,  does  not  extend 
beyond  around  April  1947.  However  a  few  dates  and  events 
that  came  to  our  personal  attention  have  been  added  or 
inserted. 
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RE?/  MATERIAL  ON  THE  RUSH  FAMILY 

This  was  obtained  during  the  fall  of  1947.  Though 
something  of  this  kind  was  greatly  desired,  little  hope 
of  securing  it  in  time,  remained.  It  came  through  the 
kindness  and  effort  of  Mrs.  Grace  Crawford  Cameron,  a 
daughter  of  David  and  Angelina  Mankey  Crawford.  Mrs. 
Cameron  deserves  much  credit  for  this.  Below  is,  in 
substance,  her  report  given  as  accurately  as  possible. 

She  found  a  small  book  on  the  Rush  Family  written 
by  Matthias  Rush,  a  cousin  of  Mary  ■^‘■nn  Rush  Armstrong 
and  Phebe  Rush  Mankey.  He  began  the  book  in  1890  and 
finished  in  1899  being  then  about  85.  He  says  his 
great  grandfather  Rush  came  from  Germany  and  settled 
in  Morris  County  New  Jersey. 

Then  Mrs,  Cameron  gives  the  following,  from  that 
book,  on  the  family  of  David  Rush  who  had  10  children, 

4  sons  and  6  daughters,  -  four  or  five  of  whom  were  born 
in  New  Jersey,  He  moved  to  Pa.  about  1805.
